not alone in withholding much-need- 
ed, munitions,'but in creating a spirit 
of unrest and discontent in the s'crv- 
ice, thus damaging the morale of the 
troops.

INTIMATE TALKS 


TO THE FARMERS 


AT ANNUAL CONVENTION IN SES- 


SION AT. MILTON JUNCTION. 


DAIRY,'BUILDINGS, AND FIELDS 


All Receiving Due Attention of Ex- 
^ parts Called To Address Pomona 


Grange—Large Attendance. 


There was a large atendance at the 


opening session of the farmers' con- 
vention called at the J>. of H. hall in 
Milton Junction under the auspices of 
the Rock County Pomona Grange at 
ten o'clock yesterday morning. After 
several musical numbers given under 
the direction of Dr. Erlo B. Loofboro 
had been rendered and a prayer had 
been offered by Rev. G. W. Crandall, 
S. H. Joiner of Janesville gave 
the 


opening, address. He yas followed by 
LaFayeUe Myers of the Rock County 
Sugar Co.,, who gave expert sugges- 
tions un "Sugar Beet Culture." 


Cleanliness in Milk 


'The session was resumed at 
one 


o'clock in the' afternoon and State 
Crnamery Inspector James G. Moore 
of Madison gave a most instructive 
address on "The Necessity of Clean- 
liness in Milk Production." 
Two mil- 


lion dollars were lost each year, he 
maintained by slovenly methods 
in 


caring for milk. In many cases the 
cow-stables were not fit for bogs and 
in numerous instances the barns were 
dark • and illy ventlaited. 
Milk com- 


ing- from such places was an ideal 
place for the generation of bacteria. 
He exhibited' three very 
suggestive 


samples of dirt and filth taken from 
cans at the Milton Junction creamery 
as they were b'rought in by the far- 
mers. 
Cows should be washed with 


hot water before milking, but should 
not. bo fed .until afterwards. The milk- 
cans should.-be rinsed first with cold 
water, then cleaned with warm water 
and washing, powder, and finally rins- 
ed again with hot water. Just as ev- 
ery tobacco grower had a stripping 
room, every dairyman should have a 
milk-house. 
A steel tank inside of a 


wooden one, with saw-dust packing 
between, and deep.enough so that the 
w.ater with which it" was to be filled 
would be above the surface of the 
cans,'was indispensable. The speak- 
er also devoted considerable 
atten- 


tion to the adulteration of foodstuffs.

its growing industries through lack 
of a foundry and sufficient room to 
allow it to grow, as the business in- 
creases." This was. the statement ot 
a prominent business man this morn- 
ing. 
Investigation disclosed the fact,' 


that the Badger State Machine com- 
pany .had recently received several 
tempting offers of free factory and a 
factory site and other inducements 
from adjacent cities and was serious- 
ly contemplating the removal of .their 
factory at once. . Members of the linn 
were loath to discuss the situation 
beyond the fact that the present, lo- 
cation of the factory is not sufficient 
for their needs and that they lack a 
foundry which is something essential 
to tiieir business, and see no oppor- 
tunity of securing a proper location 
in Janesville.

MERIT LAW IS ENFORCED. 


Civil Service Commission Reports the 


Year's Work to President. 


Washington, Jan. 19.—The United 


States civil service commission ::; its 
twenty-first annual report ;o l.hc presi- 
dent says that curing the year the 
civil service act has been made in- 
creasingly effective and that need has 
arisen for no further legislation 
be- 


yond 'what is required to meet the add- 
ed expense of conducting ths examin- 
ing work. The number of persons ex- 
amined was I33,0(i9, an increase of 15 
per cent over the previous year. The 
number appointed was 50,830. an in- 
crease of 20 per cent,. The greatest 
increase was in the examinations for 
rural carriers, stenographers ar.d type- 
writers and for tho navy yard service. 
Appointments to the classified service 
through transfers, reinstatements, sus- 
pensions oi the rules and temporary 
appointments, which have been called 
the back doors of tho service, have 
been less numerous than 
in former 


years.

'NEW SEASONING STATIONS. 


To Be Established in Timber Bcgions 


by the Government Bureau 


\ 
of Forestry.- 


The bureau ef forestry has recently 


signed an agreement to make extensive 
timbering seasoning tests in two western 
states, in cooperation with.two tele- 
graph and telephone companies. Ex- 
perimental stations will be located at 
Marinette, Wis., and Escanaba, Mich.; 
and probably a third station will be'es- 
tablished at. Ashland, Wis. The expense 
of the experi»ents will be borne jointly 
by the bureau and thjcompanies. Cedar 
and tamarack telephone and telegraph 
poles will be furnished by'the state of 
Wisconsin free of cost, and two r_ailroad 
companies, have agreed to haul them to 


the experiment'stations without c.'iargc 
for freight. 


The object of the experiments is to de- 


termine how many years can be added 
10 the life of each pole by properseason- 
ing. 
Since millions upon millions of 


poles are used along telegraph and tele- 
phone lines, even oue year's extra serv- 
ice for each pole will amount to a tre- 
mendous saving in expense. Unseasoned 
cedar poles last from ]2 to' 15 years. 
Seasoning experiments h*ve shown how 
to increase this time by three of four 
years, and it-is now expected to improve 
on this increase. Past methods of sea- 
soning have effected a drying out of 20 
psr cent, of the original weight of the 
poles. 
The belter seasoned the' pole, 


the less chance there is for decay, which 
is promoted by moisture. 


Such experiments are of large impor- 


tance not only to telegraph and tele- 
phone companies, but to all users of 
heavy timbSrs which come in contact 
with the ground, at which line decay gets 
in its most deadiy work. It is believed 
that etill greater economics can be se- 
cured by the use of proper methods of 
preservative treatment. The latter is is. 
subject which the bureau of forestry has 
for some time been investigating, as set 
forth fn its bulletin No. 41, "Seasoning 
of Timber," and other publications. 
Further bulletins dealing with different 
aspects of the same problem wi'.l 'be 
issued, later.
